Mr. Prentice’s first proposition to fur¬ 
nish the monolith was for a stone just a 
trifle larger than the Egyptian obelisk, 
which is 105 feet 7 inches, exclusive of 
the foundation, and 9 feet square at 
thf base.. He first intended the mono¬ 
lith to be 106 feet in length and 9 feet 
2 inches at the base, bat upon a later 
consideration decided to have it 115 feet 
long, 10 feet at the base and 4 feet 
square at the top. The apex will be 
about 5 feet long and will be tapered to 
about a 6-inch tip. The entire monolith 
will rest upon a foundation of granite 
10 feet high and 12 feet square. 

When the stone was raised from its 
bed Dr. Edwin Ellis, of Ashland, made 
a speech to the spectators which was re¬ 
ceived with much applause.

8tone, an analysis of which is made by 
Professor C. T. Chandler, Ph. D., of the 
school of mines, Columbia college. New 
York, showed it to contain the follow¬ 
ing ingredients: Silica, 91.40; faric ox¬ 
ide. 2.00; alumina, 3.58; lime, .25; mag¬ 
nesia, none; potash, 2.36; soda. .14; sul¬ 
phur, none; carbonic acid, none; mois¬ 
ture. .05, a total of 99.75 per cent., and
